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Of James Lennox, Eſq; in Relation to an 
Election of a Knight of the Shire in the. 
County of Londonderry. 


HE Sheriffs and Free-holders of the County being met at Londonderry on 
Thurſday the 22 d of April 1697, to Ele& a Knight of the Shire for the County 
of Lowdonderry, in the place of George Phillipps Eſq; deceaſed, the Writ for 
Ele&ion was Read; but before the Sheriffs could explain the Writ, or declare 
who ſtood Candidates for the Eleftion ; Mr. Fackſor's Party made ſuch a Noiſe 
in crying out, A Jackſon, A Fackſor, that the Court forſome time was in great 

Confuſion ; but the Sheriffs having an opportunity to explain the Writ, and declare Mr. Lc:- 

20x and Mr. Fackſo:: to be the Candidates, the noiſe of A Lewor, A Lermox ;, A Jackſon, A 

Fackſon, was repeated. 


The Sheriffs (not being able by the Noiſe to diſtinguiſh which had the majority of Votes) 
deſired the ſeveral Parties to divide; and upon the Diviſion it plainly appear'd Mr. Lex4.x had 
the Majority of Votes, and ſo it was owned even by ſome of Mr. 7ck/oz's own Party ; but 
others of them cry'd ; Damn it, "tis no matter for that ;, we'll never yield it, but we will banter them 
cat of it ; and ſo demanded a Poll, which the Sheriffs readily conſeated to. And for an Im- 
partial and methodical Proceeding on the Poll, it was propos'd and agreed to by both Pzrties, 
that 30 ſhould be Poll'd for the one, and then 30 for the other, by turas, and ſo on till all 
were Polled. pt 

The Sheriffs beginning to Poll firſt for Mr. Lennox, and having taken the Names of 4. or g 
perſons, Mr. Jack/or's Party being conſcious to themſelves that they ſhould be Oat-voted, made 
ſuce an Uproar and Tumult in the Court, by leaping on the Table, pulling off Hats and Wigs, 
Matching the Paper out of the Sheriff's hands, and putting their hands to their Svvords in ſuch 
a threatning manner, that it yvas generally believed mach miſchief vyould be done : To pre- 
vent vyhich, the Sheriffs (uot out of Inclinat.on, but to avoid Heats) adjourned the Court til} 
the Saturday following, Friday being appointed to hold the City Seflions, at which they were 
obliged to attend. | | 3 


Upon Satrrday Morning they met again, and fat till they Polled fixty a piece for each Can- 
didate, and Adjourned till 4 a Clock, and then met, and began to Poll tor Mr. Leznox, vyhoſe 


turn it vvas; but Mr. Fackſor's Party finding their number to fall ſhort of Mr. Zennox's, began 


to Huff and Bluſter, and make a Tumult in the Court, as they had done on Thurſday ; which 
oblig'd the Sheriffs to Adjourn till 2onday Morning ; and being then met, they Polled thirty 
more for Mr. Lenm9x, which made his Number ia all 9; but Mr. Fack/on and his Party Polled 
only 12, which made up his Number 72 ; and having no more to Poll, and ſeveral others be- 


ing ready to Poll for Mr. Lennox, if occaſion were, the Sheriffs declared the Ele&ion in favour 
of Mr. Lennox, 
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
